Import Urade Control 
New Delhi, the 24th July 1972 

Subject. — Special facilities for Indians returning from/residing abroad. 

No. llO-ITC(PN) /Tl .—Attention Is invited to para 2 of Ministry of Foreign 
Trade Public Notice No, 96-ITC(PN)/72, dated 1st July, 1972 wherein It was stated 
that the prescribed form In which a declaration regarding foreign currency 
balances by the Indian nationals residing abroad will be noticed separately. 

2. The prescribed form of declaration to be furnished by the Indian nationals 
residing abroad is given In the Appendix to this Public Notice. The declaration 
is required to be submitted in duplicate, original copy of which may be submitted 
to the Chief Controller of Imports & Exports (Special Cell) alongwith the applica¬ 
tion for Import of machinery, raw materials/components and the duplicate copy 
of the declaration may be forwarded to the Reserve Bank of India, Exchange 
Control Department, Central Office, Bombay. 
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3. In this connection attention is also Invited to para 122(3) (ii) and (5) of 
Section I of the I.T.C. Policy Red Book (Vol. I) for April 1972—March 1973. It 
Is clarified that only those persons who have returned to India would need the 
Reserve Bank’s permission to retain their foreign exchange earnings abroad in 
terms of Public Notice No. 96-ITC(PN)/72, dated 1st July, 1972 and that so long 
as Indian nationals continue to be residents outside India, no permission from the 
Reserve Bank for holding their earnings abroad is necessary. In such cases a 
declaration in the prescribed form in terms of para 2 referred to above is required 
to be given. In all cases where funds retained abroad are required to be utilised 
for financing imports of machinery, raw materials and components into India, 
regular Import licences with Exchange Control Copy will be grarited with the 
following endorsement:— 

“‘Not available for remittance from India. Payment to be made out of 
foreign currency account of the importer." 

4. Provisions of para 122(3) of Section I of the Import Trade Control Policy 
Book (Vol. I) for April 1972—March 1973 may be deemed to have been modified 
accordingly.
